T H E M I N I M U M W A G E 


Dr. Paul Nystrom, who is a professor of marketing at 
Columbia University, an authority on retail distribution, 
and a well-known economist, has written a great deal on 
the subject of inflation. In his opinion, one of tho greatest 
dangers lies in the possible adoption by Congress of a pro­ 
gram for substantially increasing the minimum wage. 
Many poopie with an inadequate understanding of tile 
ramifications of the problems look favorably on higher 
minimum wages. So. it is relatively easy to create a belief 
that people on the minimum wage level are being grossly 
Underpaid. 
The basic fallacy in this kind of reasoning is a lack 
b f conception of the minimum wage’s purpose. It is de­ 
signed to a s s u r e th e necessities of life - with none of t h e 
[luxuries— for 
the

experienced,

competer 
worker. It is. therefore, simply a protection against star 
vation r a t e s of pay. Wages above tile minimum are tin 
incentive offered for more work and greater responsibili 


worker lessens and may in some casPs ’disappear. Then, 
inevitably, all other workers demand more pay, all the 
way up the line, and tile inflationary spiral begins. 
Minimum wages should lie raised only to th a t extent 
made necessary by the higher cost of living. Once thew 
are placed at semi-luxury levels, tile purpose for which 
tue.v originated is destroyed arid one more long step to­ 
ward unbridled biliation is taken. All law-making bodices 
must realize that.
